Whole 
districts are being depopulated, and tha 
amall stocks of food are being rapidly 
exhausted without hope of renewal, 
incompetency of the Chinese officials is such 
that no efforts of any. importance are made 
to alleviate the distress, Tho natives of 
India, when famine igs at its, worst, are so 
well cared for by the, Government that 
their state may bo considered one of com- 
fort in comparison with that of the Chinese 
after a failure of their usual food supplies, 
—Pioneer. oven 

Tr is stated that the committeo now 
inquiring into the outbreak of scurvy in 
the Arctic Expedition have alighted upon 
the cause, In the Arctic regions, it is 
said, fresh water is obtained by the 
melting of snow. Jf used at once the 
water is -tolerably frosh; but if allowed td 
remain any time in’ the jars it becomes 
brackish... It seems that on board the 
ships of tho Expedition the water was 
allowed to be stored some: days, and, 
consequently, before it was all drank it had 
become tainted.
